Three  Day  Session  in  Progress 
with  J.  C.  K.  Preus  Presiding: 

Local  Faculty  Members  Speak. 

Approximately  250  guests  from  26  colleges  and  junior 
colleges  are  present  on  the  Wartburg  campus  this  week-end 
participating  in  the  Lutheran  Faculty  Conference  which  is 
being  held  from  Sept.  27  to  29. 

J.  C.  K.  Preus,  chairman  of  the  Commission  of  Higher 
Education  of  the  American  Lutheran  Church  and  executive 
secretary  of  the  Norwegian  Board  of  Christian  Higher  Edu¬ 
cation,  will  preside. 

Although  there  were  some  sectional  meetings  held  on 
Thursday  evening  and  Friday  morning,  the  bulk  of  the  dele¬ 
gates  did  not  arrive  until  yesterday  afternoon  to  attend  the 
opening  session  of  the  conference  at  3:30  p.  m.  Pres.  E.  J. 
Braulick  of  Wartburg  led  the  devotions  and  extended  a  wel¬ 
come  to  the  delegates.  The  main  address  of  the  afternoon 
was  given  by  T.  F.  Guilixson,  president  of  the  Luther  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  in  St.  Paul,  Minn.  He  spoke  on  “The  Free¬ 
dom  of  the  Christian  Man.” 

At  8  p.  m.  another  general  ses¬ 
sion  was  held  at  which  A.  D. 
Mattson  of  the  Augustana  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  in  Rock  Island, 
Ill.,  presented  the  address:  "Chris¬ 
tian  Freedom  and  Liberalism."

Do  You  Appreciate  Student  Government 

Precedent  is  always  important.  George  Washington  as 
our  first  president  realized  this  fact  and  was  very  careful 
that  the  new  American  Constitution  and  government  should 
start  out  right — that  its  influence  should  be  felt  and  appreci¬ 
ated  by  every  citizen. 

The  Wartburg  student  body  has  a  new  constitution  and 
a  new  goY'ernment  which  is  just  beginning  its  initial  year.  As 

the  years  1789-1796  were  crucial  years  for  the  American .

Of  Ihe  thirty-six  students  com¬ 
pleting  teacher's  courses  last 
spring,  thirty-two,  or  eighty- 
nine  per  cent  have  been  placed. 
One  hundred  per  cent  of  the 
twenty  two-year  teachers  have 
positions  this  year,  and  seventy- 
five  per  cent  of  the  four-year 
high  school  teachers  are  now 
teaching  in  schools  throughout 
Iowa  and  neighboring  states.

When  Marvin  Petersen  finally 
finished  out  those  multiple  forms 
and  handed  in  his  registration 
papers,  (he  office  force  decided 
that  everybody  was  here  and
